REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


For tHe Year Enpinc Marcg Ist, 1886. 


In making out this, the last report under the present school 
law, it would not be advisable to suggest many improved meth- 
ods of conducting schools, or advise in relation to the execu- 
tion of the new law by the new Board of Education. But ad- 
mitting the propriety and justice of the law, with a discreet 
Board of Education, it is believed our common schools must 
most certainly be improved. 

Our schools, as a whole, have made fair progress the past 
year; the summer terms were mostly quite successful. Some 
of the winter schools have most signally failed to show the 
good results that are attainable and expected. The causes for 
such failures are so numerous, being found among teachers, 
parents and pupils, and perhaps committees, including the 
S. 5. Com., it will not do to use too sharp language in _ bring- 
ing them before the public for correction. 

Education should be continuous; unless teachers them- 
selves are enthusiastic students, they cannot inspire their pupils 
with a love for books and study. A person whose present at- 
tainments are limited, but who is brim full of enthusiasm for 
reading and study, is a hundred fold more likely to become a 
successful teacher, than one with a better furnished mind, who 
has lost his zeal for intellectual pursuits. A constant growth 
in knowledge and culture, should be required of every teacher.

When it is evident that one is passing his time in intellectual 
sloth, he should be made to give place to another, who is wor- 
thy of preferment. 

I would like to say something in regard to parents’ duties 
relative to our schools, but for fear I shall not draw it mild 
enough, I will quote from a school report in Hanover: 

‘‘Our whole community recognizes how greata blessing our 
schools have become and rejoice in their prosperity. But too 
many of our people seem to regard a school as a kind of pro- 
vision of nature, which comes and goes, like the seasons, with- 
out thought and without care. They love their children and 
wish them to succeed, but they manifest no interest and make 
no effort for their education. They pay their taxes and then 
go to sleep and drift. Such people must be controlled by a 
profound moral indolence, or a sublime trust in the philanthropy 
of their neighbors. We cannot expect our schools to be what 
they ought and might be, unless parents will take a more lively 
interest, and let their influence be felt for good, upon the pu- 
pils, whether at school or at home.” 

It is frequently said, ‘‘It is born in the boy and must come 
out.” Character is not born in people. It is the duty of par- 


ents and teachers to mold and establish good characters in the 
young student. Forces are born in the child. Mold and 
fashion these forces in one way, they become a blessing; mold 
them in another way, they become a curse. 

It must be a deplorable state of society to make it justifi- | 
able, in the last quarter of the nineteenth century, for scholars 
to take a teacher by force, carry him out of the school-room 
and dump him in a puddle of water. Such acts should not be 
tolerated. ¥ 

Last year, your committee called attention to the unpar- 
donable negligence or ignorance of teachers in filling out their 
school registers. The same admonition,with emphasis, will ap- 
ply this year. The new law will remedy the evil another year, 
it is hoped. 

A jew individuals in town, try to persuade themselves to 
believe that too much money is appropriated for educational 
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purposes, and judging from the town reports of school money 
from 1879 to 1885, would it be unjust to say the town has ac- 


quiesced in that belief? 
In 1879, the last year the savings bank tax was used for 


schools, the appropriation was $2,090.26. In 1885, appropri- 
ated for same purpose, $1,389.71. A falling off in six years 
of $700.49, a little more than 334 per eent. 

Many individuals in town believe we do not have money 
enough to sustain good schools a sufficient length of time to 
compare favorably with the moral and intellectual culture in 
other states. Which of these opinions is correct? 

Canvass, very carefully the town, ascertain definitely, the 
moral and intellectual attainments of our youth, compare, cor- 
rectly with youths of same age in other states, or, if you choose, 
take your own town some twenty-five years ago, when two terms 
of school, of twelve weeks each, was expected in every district. 
Then judge ye, and make your own decision felt at the 
ballot-box, when you ask for a portion, at least, of the savings- 
bank tax to prolong your school. 


DISTRICT NO. 1 
has attempted to have three terms of school in the grammar 
department and twoin the primary. The first or summer term 
with both departments in one school, opened favorably ; but the 
large number of pupils with the necessary amount of labor 
required, was too much for the teacher’s health, which failed 
her early in the term, and the school closed. The fall term in 
this department was carried through successfully. The winter 
term was begun by an inexperienced teacher with good literary 
attainments, but failing to secure the good will of his pupils the 
school closed prematurely, pro bono publico. The teacher of 
the fall term finished up the winter school satisfactorily. The 
two terms of the primary department have been well conducted 
by a teacher who labored diligently and successfully to improve 
the youth under her charge. 

DISTRICT NO. 2. 

Two terms of successful school in No. 2 taught hy one ex- 

perienced and well qualified teacher. 
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DISTRICT NO. 3 
has had two teachers and two terms of school, each of which 
showed marked improvement and good management, notwith- 
standing some outside talk to the contrary. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 

The summer term in No. 4, gave good results of the efforts 
of teacher and pupils. In the winter term there was an evident 
lack of thoroughness *and accuracy in the recitations ; certain 
indiscretions not only in but out of the school-room impaired 
the teacher’s usefulness. 

DISTRICT NO. 6 


had a very quiet summer school. The fall term was somewhat 
broken up by having two teachers. Satisfactory results were 
not obtained. 

DISTRICT NO. 7 
had two terms of very quiet, orderly school. Commendable 
progress was made. 

DISTRICT NO. 8 


secured two experienced teachers to manage their school. Both 
terms were quite successful. The winter school manifested 
unusual zeal in the cause of education. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 


First term was taught by a lady of fine mental culture, who 
did not manifest that energy and nerve desirable in a school- 
room. The winter term was fairly successful. 


- DISTRICT NO.’ 10. 


The people in No. 10 seem to appreciate the difference be- 
tween employing good teachers at a good price, and a poor 
teacher for a low price, by securing the past two years our best 
teachers. A very successful school has been the result. 


DISTRICT NO. 11 


generally has a summer and fall term of school. They often 
employ inexperienced teachers as they do not have money to 
pay high prices. Sometimes very good teachers are obtained, 
and good progress is made in the branches taught. 
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DISTRICT NO. 12 


has had two terms, one of ten and one of seven weeks and two 
days, taught by one teacher. Thesummer term was fairly suc- 
cessful. Many of the pupils made very rapid progress; others 
accomplished but very little. Teachers should carefully guard 
against manifesting even a semblance of favoritism in the 
school-room. Many of the scholars in the winter school being 
somewhat disappointed in not having the teacher they had ex- 
pressed a decided wish for, by a unanimous vote in a public 
manner, probably did not do as well as they would had the com- 
mittee favorably regarded their wishes. 


DISTRICT NO. 13. 


There was no summer school in No. 13. The fall term 
was managed by a lady well versed in the text books to be 
taught. And as we heard no complaint shall consider it an 
average school as to utility. The winter term, when visited, 
seemed to be doing a prosperous business. The teacher and 
scholars worked together harmoniously. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.
